DearvSiri--Your favor of 23rd to hand about building a 
school house this summer at Point Barrow in Arctic Alaska. It 
seems to me that if I wre going to put up any building at that 
place that I 9 uld have it all framed and everything completed So 
far as possible to be done in San Francisco and loaded on board the 
schooner there and shipped direct « I dont believe you can charter 
a schooner on tke Sound for that purdose. T dont know who to rec- 
ommend you te to have the work done in San Francisco should you 
conclude to do it in that way. There mist be somebody in San 
Francisco of your acquaintance who would cheerfully attend to doings 
anything of that kind there. I could get the building all framed 
and everything here and will see further about it and let you know 
what it will cost and also about whatit wold cost to freight i% 
from here to San Francisco. I am always cheerfully willing to do 
all I can to help yo in all your work in Alaska but am clearly of 
the opinion that you can do far better about sailing vessels from 
San Francisco than from here or at the Sound You will doubtless s 
have to send samebody up there to put up the building and if in ae 
all framed and marked and everything all ready to fo together it 
Seems to ime with the aid of the schooners crew and the teachers, who 
will dqabtless go along at the same time, that the building mi ght 
be pput up in a very short time and then the carpenter who foes up 
to put it up can com back on the same schooner that takes him up: 
what other way would he have of setting away from there? You 
know that now when we want to send any mail to Ona-Alaska that it 
goes from here to San Francisco to be sent di rect from there and a 
sailing vessel in going from* there around to Point Barrow would not 
come anywhere near Oregon Coast but would go far out to sea from 
San Francisco direct.
